It 
was mounted from Malta, 900 
miles away. 


Yet, six days intervened be- 
tween the order to move and the 
first landings at Port Said. The 
Egyptians spent 48 hours blocking 
the canal. Swift landings followed 
by airborne troops might have 
prevented this. But, what might 
have been is water through the 
canal. 

The United States needed a 
week to put troops ashore in Leb- 
anon in 1958, on a beach where 
crowds in festive mood watched 
and cheered the approaching land- 
ing craft. 


The British learned a lesson in 
1956. It was that quick preventive- 
operations cannot be efficiently 
launched from fixed bases. Those 
commanding the Suez attack had 
to time their movements with 
ships sailing from Britain. 


After Suez 


Eighteen months after Suez, the 
British put the Bulwark into serv- 
ice. She is designed to operate at 
great distances from fixed bases. 
She has a full complement of 
Commando troops, landing hell- 
copters, vehicles and weapons. 


Tied in with such carriers as 
the Bulwark are airborne troops 
who can be in the air within hours. 


It is assumed the United States 
also has learned from Suez and 
Lebanon. 


was a U.S.-sponsored operation, 
but was not directed by our mill- 
tary staffs. It was botched 
Nonetheless, the belief is that 
the White House and the Chiefs of 
Staff learned valuable lessons 
of coordination. They also discov- 
ered the imperative need for pro- 
ficiency in such movements. 


One of our military men said: 
“Cuba will be a long-term asset 
because of what we learned. It 
was to us what Narvik was to the 
British at the outset of the Second 
World War—an overall shock. It 
made necessary a complete re- 
evaluation. It brought down the 
bumbling government of Neville 
Chamberlain and produced a 
more effective national coalition 
with Winston Churchill as Prime 
Minister.” 


The Kennedy administration, 
moving slowly and carefully, is 
making changes which the Cuban 
failure indicated as necessary. 


Prominent Generals 


The Eisenhower administration 
had forced the resignation of a 
number of the proved generals — 
Gavin, Taylor and Ridgway prom- 
inent among them — by stripping 
the Army of men and meaning. 
These generals, and others, re- 
signed because they could not, in 
conscience, endorse a_ military 
budget which, in their opinion, 
was destroying the military ca- 
pacity of the United States to 
carry out tactics which might be 
required by so-called brush wars. 


The past administration was ob- 
sessed with the issue of inflation. 
It was, admittedly, a serious prob- 
lem. The quickest way to save 
was to deplete the Army and Air- 
borne troop contingents. Now, at a 
greater cost, we are forced to step 
up the draft and rebuild them. 


Right wing conservatives de- 
mand that the nation be strong 


,enough to meet any challenge; 


‘that we surpass the Russians in 
strength—but that we not increase 
government spending. 


There have been many exam- 
ples of intellectual dishonesty in 
our partisan politics, but none to 
surpass the one of today which 
clamors for peak American 
strength — but also holds up a 
warning finger against federal 
spending lest we have inflation. 


What we must do cannot be 
done with mirrors — we will need 
to use money. ]

Prices paid were enough to 
make many farmers happy and 
the dreams of the good things 
they could buy if the price was 
right come true. As the buyers 
moved down the dusty aisles from 
one pile of tobacco to another, 
the farmers’ faces started light- 
ing up as they heard the cry 
of ‘‘Sold’’ come at high figures. 


Sales throughout the flue-cured 
belt began with prices estimated 
by the U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture to average $58 to $63 a 
hundred pounds compared with 
last season’s all-day opening av- 
erage of $55.89. 


The department reported that 
increases amounted to $1 to $3 
per hundred pounds in most 
cases. The practical top price 
was $66—the same as on last 
year’s opening—while warehouse-

Mill Losses 


The Newnan area, which has 
lost three big textile mills within 
the past two years, will be in- 
cluded in a Commerce depart- 
ment study of how the ‘“‘disloca- 
tion of mills’ affects a textile 
¢community’s economy. 


Secretary of Commerce Luther 
Hodges said the study would be 
carried out in Newnan and 2 
other towns in the nation to ob- 
tain information ‘“‘in our continu- 
ing efforts to find a solution to 
the textile problem, one of the 
most serious areas of economic 
difficulty in the nation today.”’ 


In two years, Newnan has lost 
mills operated by the American 
Thread Co., Mount Vernon, Mills 
and Grantville Mills, in addition 
to a plastics plant. 


However, James O. Hardin, 
president of the Newnan-Coweta 
County Chamber of Commerce, 
pointed out that four ‘“‘smaller’’ 
textile mills have taken over part 
of the facilities of the defunct 
industries but have failed to take 
up ‘“‘all of the slack in employ- 
ment.”’ 


As of six months ago, New- 
nan had a textile labor surplus 
of about 750 persons, according to 
a Chamber of Commerce survey. 


Most of the closures in Newnan 
were blamed on high operating 
costs and foreign competition. 


Hardin said Newnan and Coweta 
County have attracted other type 
industries into the area to offset 
the economic impact caused by 
the textile mills closing.

Despite the new controls, 1,078 
East Germans reached West Ber-

It was the first time the Com- 
munists used soldiers of their 110,- 
000-man ‘‘People’s Army’’ in their 
campaign to keep the East Ger- 
mans at home.

Murray County has become the sev- 
enth in the state to sign a contract for 
comprehensive tax revaluation to become 
effective if and when the state makes 
loan funds available to finance it. 

This forward-looking north Georgia 
county thus joins the growing number 
of counties making plans for such revalu- 
ations pending activation of the lending 
program. It also joins those which realize 
that many of their own and the state's 
problems can never be solved without 
equalization and unless the chiselers can 
be made to pay their share. 

The way this program is catching on 
can be judged by remarks of C. G. Camp- 
bell, director of the State Revenue De- 
partment’s property tax division. Mr. 
Campbell predicted that eventually all 
159 counties will undertake revaluation 
and believes it will be completed within 
five or six years. That’s a goal to shoot 
for and it can mean greater local commu- 
nities and a greater state. 

The revaluation program, of course, 
grew out of failure through the years by 
local tax boards to enforce state law. This 
says that all property must be listed on 
the tax books at fair market value. But 
this has resulted in 159 interpretations 
of fair market value, with the state in the 
majority of cases making up the differ- 
ence. 

Revaluation is not a plot to raise taxes 
but a means of making sure that everyone 
‘pays his share. Counties which already 
have completed such programs have found 
enough unlisted property to pay the cost 
of intensive surveys. No conscientious 
taxpayer can object to cracking down on 
the cheaters who are costing him money. 

It’s time to get this program on the 
road for the benefit of every county and 
the state.

Voluntary Route Proves 
Helpful to U.S. Textiles 


The Geneva conference on textile 
quotas demonstrated the fact that sensi- 
ble men from many nations can reach 
voluntary agreements without one coun- 
try clubbing the other with unreasonable 
laws which would have the effect of vir- 
tually wrecking world trade. | 


The one-year agreement provides that 
foreign cotton textile producers will ex- 
port to the United States no more dur- 
ing the coming year than they did last 
year, which was the lowest level experi- 
enced in recent years but still was enough 
to cause much damage to the U.S. textile 
industry. 

Faced with strong demands that strict 
quotas be established by law, the State 
department chose the voluntary route. In 
so doing it avoided the likelihood of other 
nations building protective walls to pre- 
vent the United States from selling them 
other commodities. 

While the Geneva conference did not 
lead to a panacea for the American textile 
industry, it did prove to be a stepping 
stone. 

Perhaps in the.near future similar 
agreements can be worked out, as urged 
by Rep. Carl Vinson, on wool and man- 
made fiber and silk manufactured im- 
ports. 

Another thing, also advocated by Rep. 
Vinson, that needs doing is to offset the 
price differential between domestic and 
exported cotton. It imposes a severe pen- 
alty on U.S. manufacturers while favor- 
ing competition from abroad. 

Whacking the differential, or doing 
away with it, plus granting of what 
Rep. Vinson terms “more reasonable” 
depreciation allowances to the textile in- 
dustry would go far toward compliment- 
ing the gain that stemmed from the Ge- 
neva conference.

preme Court, the loyalty of the American government, or the pride 
of the Negro race. In return for this pledge, the South requests an 
end to national condemnation and a beginning of sympathetic under- 
standing for its difficulties as it strives to cope with the protracted 


pacing of a delicate change. 


Let the advertisement go on to express the conclusion of the South 
that the Negro citizen has the same right to vote as any other Ameri- 
can citizen and will have that right safeguarded from intimidation or 
unfair disqualification by the full powers vested in each of the sov- 
ereign Southern states. In return, it requests an end to the questioning 


of its credibility. 


Let the ad inform all. of America that Southerners have suffered an 
understandable anxiety about the rearrangement of ancestral custom 
but are determined to move reasonably to meet its demands, either 
voluntarily as they can or in compliance with law, in such fields as 
jobs, libraries, buses, lunch counters, transport terminals, housing. In 
return the South relies on mutual reason to reduce such divisive goad- 
ing as extended freedom rides and to rule out present pressure in 
too-sensitive areas such as wade-ins. 


The ad should state that Southern honor will no longer accept 
political speeches based on humiliation of the Negro as a human 
being, and in return for Southern determination to replace racial 
inflammation with a regard for the dignity of all, the South requests 
a fair regard for itself in place of regional prejudice. 

Once these positions are meant and set forth in national publica- 
tions the South can expect the patience, the understanding and the 
support of the nation, and an ear for its appeals to keep this whole 


business within reason. 


But if the Madison Avenue of Mississippi happens to have some 
other kind of advertising in mind—and possibly it may have—we 
Southerners can save our money because we'll be talking to nobody 


but ourselves. ‘

The Other Crisis 
The U.S. Faces 


WASHINGTON—The United States faces not 
one crisis, that over Berlin, but rather two crises. > & 
The second, though less imminent, is hardly less PS Bos 
grave in its long implications. And ‘it is interlinked with the first. 


The bleak meaning of this sec- 
ond crisis is that we must soon 
make an open and a fateful na- 
tional decision: 

Are we going to stand in the last 
moments of truth with our West- 
ern allies in their manifold trou- 
bles with ex-colonial and now bel- 
ligerently “independent” African 
countries? 

Or are we, in desperately trying 
to appeal to the world’s “third 
force’ nations, finally going to let 
down France and others which 
share our Western heritage—in al! 
its strengths as well as in its 
weaknesses” 

All during the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration, and now in the Ken- 
nedy ‘administration, the great 
choice has been postponed. Under- 
standably, both administrations 
have tried to avoid any wide rup- 
ture with either side. To give al- 
together consistent support to our 
traditional allies would be to alien- 
ate the emerging new states which 
many declare to represent the 
wave of the future. 

But to go always with these ex- 
colonial countries would be to say 
goodby to all our past, and to 
those nations in this here-and-now 
world which, so far, possess the 
true power to be of real and pres- 
ent assistance to us in the cold 
war with the Soviet Union. 

The middle way, siding some- 
times with the ex-colonials and 
sometimes with our old friends in 
the Western alliance, would seem 


the best way. It is to this way 
that President Kennedy is pres- 
ently committed. But there is 
mounting evidence that this way 
is not enough; that soon we must 
climb down from this painful 
fence which so |! we have 
straddled, ( 

The latest dllustration comes in 
Tunisia in North Africa, the cross- 
roads of the world. Stripping the 
issue to its core, it is that the Tu- 
nisians, having gained independ- 
ence from France, now seek to 
oust the French from their naval 
base at Bizerte. To this base 
France has an established right, 
no whit less valid than our own 
right to maintain our Guantanamo 
base in Castro Cuba. 

It is good to make new friends. 
but it is good also to remain at 
least a little faithful to friends of 
a loyalty proved in a hundred bat- 
ties. There is appeal in ‘‘independ- 
ence.’ But there is also a certain 
appeal, to Common sense, in cer- 
tain facts of life. Was it Habib 
Bourguiba of Tunsia who rallied 
the allied world to stand like one 
rock against ‘Russian threats to 
Berlin? Or was it Charles de 
Gaulle of France? 

Is it better to refrain from 
bleeding French power altogether 
to death, or only to have the 
“friendship” of a Tunisia which 
has no power at all? Is “‘colonial- 
ism’” more evil than militaristic 
international communism?

deterrent to nuclear war than any since Soviet Russia broke the West's 


monopoly of atomic weaponry. 
For unless Premier Khrushchev 


believes that a surprise nuclear 
attack can paralyze the power of 
the Western allies to retaliate in 
kind, the swift, stern combination 
of words and deeds in Washing- 
ton has made certain one prospect 
of militant resistance he may 
have doubted. This prospect, as 
Kennedy expressed it, is, “We 
cannot and will not permit the 
Communists to drive us out of 
Berlin — either gradually or by 
force.” 

Premier Khrushchev, therefore, 
must now in good faith join the 
Western Allies in exploring even 
the most remote possibilities of 
negotiating the West Berlin dis- 
pute he has provoked, or he must 
take a gamble far greater in tts 
threat to his own people as well 
as to others than Wilhelm II and 
Hitler took and lost. Among the 
promptings of such a gamble, in 
addition to his acceptance of So- 
viet military reliance on the the- 
ory of a quick victory accompa- 
nied by surprise nuclear attack, 
would be these: 


An East-West war over Berlin 
can be limited to conventional 
weapons, with Soviet victory as- 
sured by easier access to greater 
combat manpower. The NATO al- 
liance will disintegrate in the ac- 
tua! confrontation of war. Or there 
is a fundamental defect in the 
premier’s own mentality (of which 


there have been no signs so far) 
which causes. him to reject even 
this week’s demonstration by the 
President and Congress that the 
United States will not retreat from 
its rights and commitments in 
Berlin. 

In his speech the President of- 
fered this room to Khrushchev. 
‘We recognize,”’ he said. ‘‘the So- 
viet Union's historical concern 
about their security in central and 
eastern Europe after a series of 
ravaging invasions.”’ And he sug- 
gested that “arrangements to 
meet those concerns” are pos- 
sible, so that “‘both freedom and 
security can be brought to this 
troubled area.’’ One such arrange- 
ment would be the exchange of 
an Allied-controlled corridor from 
West Berlin to West Germany for 
a permanent Polish-German boun- 
dary on the Oder-Neisse line. 

This was drawn at Yalta and 
confirmed at Potsdam. It added 
to Poland as compensation for 
war sufferings and Soviet land 
grabs former German territory, in 
which about seven million Poles 
have now established their homes. 
West Germany has repeatedly de- 
clared the line is provisional; so

Keep in Trim 
Staple 
Foods 
Satisfy

Three diet savers can_ help 
to banish resistance to reduc- 
ing. Stick-to-the-ribs food helps 
control hunger in low calorie 
menus: a snack in the after- 
noon affords an energy boost; 
and losing excess fat at the 
satisfying rate of one and a 
half to two pounds a week bol- 
sters the morale. 


Experiments show that high 
protein foods are the most ef- 
fective in satiety value. Hun- 
ger is best controlled when a 
protein food is included at each 
of the three meals. Make sure 
to have protein at breakfast; an 
egg, or an egg and a slice of 
lean meat, or hot cereal with 
milk. Experiment and see which 
type breakfast stays by you 
best. 


One doctor emphasizes the im- 
portance of breakfast with this 
suggestion: “To reduce, break- 
fast like a king, lunch like a 
prince, and eat like a pauper 
In other words, 
have the bulk of calories during 
the active part of the day and 
eat lightly at the evening meal. 


The best example I know for 
reducing on a good breakfast is 
our model who slimmed down 
100 excess pounds and has 
lived happily slim ever after. 
This is her advice: ‘“‘Tell your 
dieters that breakfast was my 
diet-saver. If I didn’t eat break- 
fast, a GOOD breakfast, I nib- 
bled all day long. I must have 
a good breakfast or I cannot 
get through the day.” 


One dieter complains _ that 
when she eats breakfast she 
feels hungrier at lunch. That 


could be true, because the body 
is working efficiently. However, 
a moderate lunch will satisfy. 
Be sure to include a protein at 


the noon meal cottage 
cheese, ‘2 cup, or lean meat 
or fish. 

If a sandwich is the main- 


stay, have the protein filling 
thick; and the bread thinly 
sliced. One homemaker helped 
her husband to bring his weight 
down by packing in his lunch 
box an extra slice of lean meat 

but without the extra 
slices of bread. 


Zero hour for many dieters 
is apt to be late afternoon. It’s 
an excellent plan to cut ahead 
of hunger by having a _ pur- 
poseful pick-up between 3 and 
4 in the afternoon. A_ pick-up 
at this hour serves to maintain 
blood sugar level and prevents 
energy lag. 


The pick-up should not exceed 
110 calories. This can be a glass 
of skim milk or buttermilk, 
orange juice, hot tea and a 
wedge of cheese: a-slice of 
high protein bread, or a half 
glass of the formula diet. 


A satisfying dinner can be 
planned within 400 to 450 cal- 
ories—lean meat, a small pota- 
to or slice of bread. a green 
vegetable. sliced tomatoes, and 
low calorie pudding or fruit 
for dessert. 


The science of nutrition really 
has taken the hunger and the 


guesswork out of dieting to re 
duce,

PARIS #® — Dior’s Mare 
Bohan gave the Paris fashion sea- 
son a needed shot in the arm 


Thursday with a hug-me-tight, 
short-skirted line he calls “Charm 
—_” 


While the showing was not up 
to Bohan’s spectacular debut last 
spring, the enthusiastic reaction 
indicated it made another hit for 
France’s leading fashion house. 


Until Bohan’s trim, glove-fitting 
creations hove into view, the fall 
collections were sinking in the 
doldrums of spiral designs and 
diagonal lines. 


The young designer is doing 
boldly what other dressmakers 
have been approaching timidly. 
Most of his dresses stick to the 
figure from shoulder to knees. 
where they flare very briefly for 
walking ease. 


Most other designers have fit- 
ted the waistline only in front, 
with skirts flared moderately 
from the hip for a princess sil- 
ouette. 


Instead of breaking his long 
slim line by a nipped or seamed 
waist, Bohan uses wide midriff 
bands or belts that fit without 
curving in. 

While some American buyers 
were not pleased to hear that he 
has abandoned the bloused-over 
tops of last spring, they thought 
the new fitted line sounded good 
commercially. 


With the exception of Alla, a 
Eurasian model who wore daring 
wide-open and pop-over decollet- 
age numbers with some embar- 
rassment, the Dior mannequins 
are flat-busted and flat-hipped, 
and no padding was used to make 
them curvy. But the new clothes 
will reveal the figure, whatever 
it is.

Babies Like 
Semi-Solid 
Foods Early 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Molner: After read- 
ing the remarks of “Foster 
Mother” on feeding babies, I 
thought perhaps the way I 
teach my children might be of 
help. 


When they are fussy and 
hungry between their three- 
hour bottle feedings I give 
them baby cereal, starting at 
about three to four weeks. Rice 
cereal seems easier for them to 
start with. 


I make a large hole in a nip- 
ple by snipping the very end 
off so the hole will be about 
the size of the head of a cor- 
sage pin. Or the hole can be 
enlarged with a hot darning 
needle. The hole should be 
large enough to let the cereal 
flow easily but not so large 
that it flows out. This gives 
them more sucking, which some 
babies seem to desire. 


I start out with two table- 
spoons’ of dry cereal and add 
two ounces of formula. Then I 
increase the amount of cereal 
gradually. 


At four months I start giv- 
ing vegetable and fruits in the 
cereal for day feedings and 
meat and cereal and formula 
for the evening feeding. At 
seven to eight months when 
they enjoy eating from a spoon 
I switch to it, 


Once they are enjoying the 
spoon, I start on chopped .food 
from the table mixed with some 
strained food and start finger 
foods. They are off baby foods 
at 12 to 15 months. 


I started my first baby on 
strained foods at three months, 
poking it down with a spoon.

I kept him on 
strained foods until he was 15) 
months old because I thought | 
he needed a lot of teeth to eat 
chopped foods.

I 
couldn’t get him ,to eat from 
the table until he was 2, and 
at 6 he is still fussy about eat- 
ing.

RICHMOND, Va. (P—A railroad 
executive testified Thursday that 
a merger of the Seaboard Air 
Line and Atlantic Coast Line rail- 
roads eventually would help stop 
the decline in employment.
